He Declines to Cto to St. Louis nud 


dives IllN Reasons Therefor. 


ST Locia, Mo., July 7.—President 


Cleveland has written Mayor Francis 
that he will not come to St Louis while 
the Grand Army Encampment is in 
session. Belerring to the opposition to 
his coming on the part of the Grand 
Army members, he says in the letter: 


"I refuse to believe that this organi- 


zation, founded upon patriotic ideas, 
composed very greatly of men entitled 
to lasting honor and consideration, and 
•whose crowning glory it should be that 
they are American citizens as well as 
veteran soldiers, deems it part of its 
mission to compass any object or pur- 
pose by attempting to intimidate, excite, 
or coerce those charged with making 
and executing the laws of the land, and 
yet the expressions to -which I refer in- 
dicate such a prevalence of unfriendly 
feeling and such a menace to on occa- 
sion which should bs harmonious,peace- 
ful anil cordial that they cannoit be 
ignored. 


"I beg you to understand that I am 


not conscious of any act of mine which 
should make me fear to meet the Grand 
Army of the Republic or any other as- 
semblage of my fellow-citizens. 
The 


account of <ny official stewardship is 
always ready for presentation to my 
countrymen. 


"I should not bo frank if I fulled to 


confess, while disclaiming any resent- 
ment, that I have boon hurt by the un- 
worthy and wanton attacks upon me 
growing out of this matter, and the 
reckless manner in which my actions 
and motives have been represented, 
both publicly and privately, for which, 
however, the Grsnd Army of the Re- 
public as a body is by no means respon- 
Bible." 


The President also states that he 


would submit to the proposed insults 
rather than disappoint the citizens of 
St. Louis if he alone were concerned, 
but if auy are determined to denounce 
him and his acts at the encampment, he 
thinks they should be permitted to do BO 
unrestrained by his presence. 
He con- 


cludes by extending hearty thanks for 
the kindness of citizens. 


Cleveland In tb« South. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Congressman 


Herbert, of Alabama, has been inter- 
viewed. He says-: "As to there being 
any break in the Democratic solidity of 
the South, it's all nonsense. Every- 
thing in my State is booming in a busi- 
ness way, and business men are well 
contented with everything, the Admin- 
istration in particular. 
There is no 


doubt 
about 
it—the 
President 
is 


stronger to-day in Alabama than ho 
ever was, and, in my opinion, stronger 
all through the South. Why, the en- 
thusiasm is akin to that for Jackson. 
Just -wait till the proper time comes, 
and you wi'l see what the South will do 
for Cleveland. He will be the next 
President, beyond the shadow of a 
doubi, at least if the South has any- 
thing to say about it. There is about 
one political voice there, and that is, 
•Cleveland for '88.' " 


The Commercial Bulletin says: The 


financial statements for the fiscal year 
show an increase of revenue far beyond 
that 
foreshadowed 
by ex-Secretary 


Manning's estimate of last December. 
He estimated the increase of revenue 
for the 
fiscal year at $19,500,000. 


The actual increase has beeu nearly 
$35,000,000. In round figures the in- 
crease is figured its follows: Customs 
revenue $24,500,000; internal revenue, 
$2,000,000; 
miscellaneous 
receipts, 


over $8,000,000, much of the latter be- 
ing due to the sales of public lands. 
The reported receipts do not include 
deposits of banks in trust for the le- 
demption of their notes. The increase 
in these funds during the past year has 
been $45,730,723, and this has swelled 
to that extent tbe amount of cash in the 
Treasury and enabled the Secretary to 
pay the debt mnch faster than he other- 
wise could have done. The increase in 
ordinary expenditures was about $26,- 
000,000. 


Although not a very distant neighbor, 


the Republic of Venezuela is little kown 
to Northern Americans. A land of 
perpetual summer, it presents many and 
vs-ied attractions to tlie tourist which 
are to be pleasantly set forth by Dr. W. 
F. Hutchiuson in The Amerian Maga- 
zine for August, with a portrait of the 
renowned Venezelan President, Gen. 
Guzman Blanco. 


Powderly intends resigning his po- 


sition as head of the KnigbtB of Labor 
at the close of the year in October. 
Hia reasons ore the distress he suffers 
because of tbe dissensions in the order, 
laisrepreeeniations and false accusations, 
which he claims vrore made against him 
on every hand,"and a desire for privacy 
and rest. 


Blame will be the guest in Edingburgh 


of Andrew Carnegie, and ia expected to 
speak at the reception organized by the 
people *t Edinburgh to show their rec- 
ognition of Carnegie's generosity io the 
city. 


Tbe Prasident has given up all idea 


of visiting the West this Fall. He -will 
visit Atlanta in October, and after that 
bin whole time will be given to prepar- 
ing hia annual message.. 


Vtab's Judiciary. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 —It is authori- 


tatively stated that the President has 
decided upon the removal of Judges 
Zone and Borneman of 
I be Utah Su- 


premo Bench. This will not be done, 
however, until after the adjournment ol 
the Constitutional Convention now being 
held. Zane and Boreman are the last 
of the Republican judges left upon the 
Territorial judicial benches. Great pres. 
sure has been brought to bear upon the 
President to take this step ever since 
the incoming of the present Administra- 
tion; the President, however declined to 
move in the matter until well substan- 
tiated charges bad been preferred againsl 
them. The charges, it is understood, 
are based upon offensive partisanship, 
though one of the cases, at least, reflects 
severely upon the accused in another 
form. 


Another Oifice-Holtler Dismissed. 


WASHINGTON, July 7,—The appoint- 


ment of L. Geigerch to be Collector ol 
Internal Revenue for the Third New 
York district, vice Morris Friedman, re- 
moved, completes the clearing out of Re- 
publican Collectors of Internal Revenue 
Friedman wastheeighty-fifthRepublican 
Collector to go out. His retention was 
partly out of regard for the Germans, 
but a successor has been found among 
the Germans, so that element is propi- 
tiated. Collectors of Internal Revenue 
do not have any fixed term ol office, anc 
consequently their commissions never 
exphe. But the law of 1820, fixing the 
term of office for most of the Federa 
officials at four years, has in effect been 
extended by Executive discretion to the 
Collectors of Internal' Revenue.

SAN BUENAVENTURA. July 6th.—The 


election to-day for the issuance of $20,- 
000 bonds for seweiiug purposes wen 
through by the fine showing of 19 to 1 
in the face of a bitter opposition on th< 
part of some Silurians who seem deter 
mined to see the town remain at a stand 
still; bnt the newcomers here with the 
voting privilege were equally determined 
to carry the move, recognizing the fao 
that on the question of sewerage or no 
sewers rested the future development 
and lasting prosperity of San Buenaven 
tura. The §20,000 insures here a sew 
erage system that in any other town on 
the coast would cost five times the 
amount.
